IN NEW PROHIBITION ZONE 


Headquarters at St. Louis; HIlinois 
and Iowa Together in Redis- 
tricting, Effective Feb. 1. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16. — A 
new alignment of prohibition dis- 
tricts announced today by Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury 
Lowman included the creation of 
a new district of Nebraska, Kans 
sas and Oklahoma, with headquar- 
ters at Topeka. 

Jndiana and Ohio were combined 
in one district, with headquarters 
at Columbus, while South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin were grouped as another, 
with headquarters at St. Paul. 

Under the plan, Arkansas 
Missouri comprise a district, 
headquarters at St. Louis; lowa 
and Illinois were combined, with 
headquarters at Chicago, and the 
northern judicial district of Flor- 
ida was transferred to the district 
including Louisiana, 
and Alabama, with 
at New Orleans. 

The only changes in

Later he 
found the body of the third, a 
seven-year-old girl, at the morgue. 

A public funeral will take place 
Sunday afternoon for the victims 
of the fire. All expenses will be 
borne by the municipal] and provin- 
cial authorities. . 

Burial will follow the group fu- 
neral service. On Monday a mass 
will be celebrated for the victims. 


Ruins Covered With Ice. 


The 95-year-old orphanage, 
which had housed 500 children 
and a number of nuns, was a mass 
of ice-covered ruins A modern 
wing, however, stood undamaged. 
The loss was estimated by the Vea. 
Mother St. Hidefonse at $250,009, 
of which $90,000 is covered by in- 
surance. 

In the disastery there were deeds 
of heroism, not the least of whith 
was that of Miss Rosa Anna Goui- 
reault, 17 years old, who met death 
rescuing her young charges in :he 
infant ward. After repeated trips 
into the burning building, on each 
‘ of which she brought out a few 
sleepy youngsters. she made a 
final visit from which she failed 
to return. 


Most Bodies Uncharred. 


Hours later her charred body 
was found near a room in which 
several babies had been suffocated 
in their sleep. Most of the recov- 
ered bodies were uncharred, but 
only a few had been identified to- 
day. . 

The blaze started in the base- 
ment and had worked its way to 
the second floor when it was dis- 
covered by a passerby. The cause 
is undetermined.

Carranza has applied to Presi- 
dent Calles for permission, to at- 
tempt the flight and it is under- 
stood the matter is being given of- 
ficial consideration. 

So eager have Mexicans been to 
honor Lindbergh that it is now im- 
possible to buy an American flag 
anywhere in the city. 

A Japanese merchant who had 
the biggest stock of flags in the 
city, disposed of the last one this 
morning and although he could 
have got almost any price for the 
banners, he maintained the usual 
prices until the last flag was sold. 

Paid the highest honor in the 
power of the Mexican Government, 
Lindbergh today was ready to 
gratify the desire of the plain peo- 
ple of Mexico City to see him be- 
fore he flew away to other parts 
of Latin America. 

During his stay several public 
ceremonials will be held in the big 
athletic stadium, seating 30,000 
people, and other enclosures s0 
that all may see the flyer.

Lindbergh is not a private citi- 
zen, but an “ambassador of good 
will to the Mexican people,” the 
deputies decided by formal vote.

The deputies gave “viva” 
for President Coolidge, Lindbergh 
and Dwight W. Morrow, American 
Ambassador.

of Hearst’s International’ News 
Service and author of the “docu- 
ments” series recently published 
in the Hearst papers. He said Hin- 
man was mistaken. 

The inference which might 
drawn from the testimony was that 
Avila was interested in peddling 
the documents, and was mention- 
ing’ them to persons who might be 
interested, in other words, that he 
was the agent for persons who had 
the documents to sell and regarded 
the Hearst newspapers as prospec- 
tive buyers. 

Page has denied that Avila came 
to him offering the “documents” 
for sale. He ‘laims he heard of 
their existence from other sources 
and detailed Avila to get posses- 
sion of them because he knew 
Avila was familiar with work of 
that character. 

Telegraph Key to Records. 

The key to this inquiry may very 
well be the records of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. The “docu- 
mehts” show very plainly that the 
$1,200,000 purported to be intend- 
ed for Senators Borah, Norris and 
Heflin, was transmited from Mex- 
ico City to New York, and receipt- 
ed for. They are very definite on 
that point. 

The “plot” papers showed only 
$15,000 was to go to LaFollette. 
All the Senators named have de- 
nied getting anything and Hearst 
has said he didn’t think they did. 

Tomorrow the committee, headed 
by Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, will go over the records of 
the cable and telegraph companies 
in New York—at the suggestion of 
Elias—to check the records for the 
messages supposed to have passed 
between President Calles of Mexico 
and his half-brother, Elias, as 
shown by the documents, 

If the records show that no such 
sum was transmitted, then the 
bogus character of the ‘“docu- 
ments” will be fairly established. 
That is the core of Hearst’s case. 
Admitting that he did not believe 
the money had been paid to the 
Senators, Hearst, together with his 
staff, have still insisted that the 
money was transmitted to New 
York and probably used for some 
ulterior purpose. 

Logic of “Ifs” of Case. 

If the Western Union records 
show no such remittance, or if a 
remittance was made and the Mex- 
ican consulate can show by its bank 
records that the money was for 
ordinary legitimate purposes, then 
what is left of Hearst's case is shot 
to pieces. 

The same logic applies to the al- 
leged incriminating telegrams 
which are represented as having 
passed between Mexico ,City and 
the New York consulate. Of course, 
as has been suggested, if the whole 
story was faked, the fakers might 
have taken the precaution of send- 
ing such messages between them- 
selves, but it hardly seems likely. 
Philadelphia Paper Once Turned 

Down Bunch of Page’s “Docu- 

ments.”” 

This was not the first time that 
Johan Page, the correspondent, had 
attempted to interest a newspaper 
in ‘‘Mexican official documents” in- 
volving a United States Senator.

The period of reformation in 
most instances will be compara- 
tively short, as the sentences of 
most of the young convicts trans- | 
ferred were commuted to one year | 
{in the reformatory, irrespective of | 
the length of the sentence for | 
which they were sent to the peni- | 
tentiary. They will have an Op- | 
portunity to reduce their sentences | 
further under the merit system at 
the reformatory. 

As was the case with the first | 
group, the convicts’ transferred | 
came to the penitentiary from ru- | 
ral sections of the State, and their | 
ages average about 18 years. All. 
but two of them were received at. 
the prison within the last eight | 
months.

Remus’ Behavior in Court. 

The behavior of Remus in court |

|ously. He has had a persecution | 
|complex, He has wailed and he) 
has wept before the jury. He has' 
| filed motions charging «that the | 
State’s prosecutors were intimidat- 
‘ing and harrassing his witnesses 
| by indicting two for perjury, Act- 
|ing as his own counsel, with the 
| tortured acquiescence of his law- 
'yer, Charles Elston, Remus has 
| kept up a display of apopletic rages 
iand a stream of bombastic 
| speeches. Humility or regret ‘ts 
|notin the man. His vituperations 
‘against Prosecutor Taft and his as- 
| sistants resulted in his being cited 
| for contempt by Judge Shook, 
Wednesday. 
| On the other hand it should be 
‘said that Remus was on trial for 
‘his life and under tremendous nerv- 
ous strain. Tactics which to the} 
observer appear theatrical and 
calculated may be forgiven any de- 
fendant in such an extremity. It 
is true, also, that the amazing per- 
sonality of the man has kept loyal 
friends about him always. 

Remus May Address Jury. 

His final gesture probably will | 
be an address to the jury.

Dispatch has. 

The distressing feature of the present situation fs 
that Missouri, for the first time in its splendid road- 
building history, will be a house divided . against 
itself. We shall have two propositions before us in 
the 1928 election. The Automobile Club’s $120,000,- 
000 project; the State Highway Commission's $60,- 
000,000 issue. That fine unity of leadership will be 
gone. We shall have a contest where we ought to 
have a crusade. 

What will be the outcome? Which will win—the 
Automobile Club or the Highway Commission?

He 
is the owner of extensive holdings there, and he has 
been in difficulties with the Mexican Government 
over some of these. Like Harry Sinclair, who has 
shown the country how wealth begets arrogance and 
in some instances carries men beyond both law and 
decency, Hearst is eager to find something that will 
damage not Mexico alone but men in powerful places 
who befriended her in the United States. 

His eagerness to discover something of this sort 
led to the mare’s nest now on exhibition in Washing- 
ton. It made him the dupe of a band of forgers. Not 
even the gullible Mr. Kellogg, who swallowed the fic- 
tion that bolshevism was rampant south of the Rio 
Grande, fell for these clumsy forgeries.

LINDBERGH IN MEXICO. 
From the New York World. 
INDBERGH has done it again, and the 
United States, which lost its head 60 
completely over him when he returned from 
Paris last summer, can understand the 
frenzy of enthusiasm that swept over 


Mexico on his arrival there yesterday. 
There is nobody quite like Lindbergh, and 
no country need feel ashamed if it loses 
its head over him when he comes down out 
of the skies for a visit. 

But. those of us who remember a little 
further back than last summer will be 
gratified by yesterday’s demonstration, and 
perhaps a little relieved by it, for coldly 
sober reasons, 

It was just 11 months since Secretary 
Kellogg appeared before a committee of 
the Senate and charged that a Bolshevist 
government in Mexico threatened the peace 
of the United States. The last note dis- 
patched by the State Department had 
warned Mexico of “the extremely critical 
situation” which threatened to develop 
between the two countries. There was talk 
in Washington of breaking off relations. 
A dispatch to the Herald Tribune on Jan. 
7 had carried a warning of the “danger 
of actual hostilities.”” Today, 11 months 
later, there is no talk either of actual hos- 
tilities or of breaking off relations. The 
Mexican Government ,which. was a _ Bol- 
shevist threat in January is the same Mex- 
ican Government with which a new Am- 
bassador has succeeded in establishing un- 
usually cordial relations. And all Mexico 
is cheering Lindbergh. 

The change which is recorded by these 
facts is.much more than a surtace change. 
The flight of Lindbergh follows a series of 
events which indicate a real shift in senti- 
ment and a thoroughgoing change of policy. 
In reality the turn came almost on the day 
that Secretary Kellogg filed his sensational! 
charges with the Senate. Alarmed by the 
real danger that the United States was 
drifting into war with Mexico, those Amer- 
icans who were opposed to war began 
mobilizing opinion throughout the country. 
Protests from churches, universities, labor 
unions and civic organizations of all kinds 
poured in on Washington in an amazing 
demonstration of a will toward peace. On 
Jan, 25 the Senate voted, 79 to 0, in favor 
of arbitration of our dispute with Mexico. 
Two months later came a persona! inter- 
view between the President and the Mexi- 
can Ambassador. On April 26 Mr. Coolidge 
was able to tel] the country: “I am confli- 
dent . that it will surely be ,ossible to 
reach an amicable adjustment.” Since that 
time relations between the two countries 
have steadily improved. The appointment 
of an American Ambassador to Mexiew» 
capuble of appreciating a Mexican point of 
view. has been followed by a decision of 
the Mexican Supreme Court interpreting the 
disputed oil laws in a manner favorable 
to the United States. Now comes Lind- 
bergh’s errand of good will and an amacz- 
ing response in .Mexico.

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AIRPLANE TAXI SERVICE.

HE airplane must now be added to the 
nation’s formidable list of transporta- 
tion services. St. Joseph is right in line, of 


course. In a directory of taxi planes, ap- 
pearing in the Nov. 19 issue of Air Trans- 
portation, weekly commercial aviation jour- 
nal, more than 60 such enterprises are 
listed. The predittion is made that within 
six months more than a thousand concerns 
in this country will be engaged in taxi fly- 
ing. Air taxi fares are astonishingly low, 
considering the newness of this form of 
service. Thus, the Muncie (Ind.) Aerial Co. 
offers taxi service cross-country at 15 cents 
per mile, to any part of the United States or 
Canada. Freight is 5 cents per mile for 100 
pounds. The Pioneer Flyers of Mason City, 
Ia., offer rates of 15 cents per mile each 
way for single passengers, 20 cents per mile 
for two passengers. After a while, as more 
and more young men take to aviation as 
a means of earning a living, and as preju- 
dice to the hazards of air journeys is less- 
ened, the rates will become cheaper still, 
and the plane a more popular vehicle of 
travel.

DO YOUR CHRISTMAS MAILING EARLY, 


HROUGHOUT the land great 
T stress is being put upon the ex- 

peditious handling of Christmas 
mail, but the real efficiency of this 
end of the postal service is large- 
ly dependent upon individual co- 
operation. If every personal mail- 
er would help Uncle Sam in this 
tremendous task how easily it 
could be accomplished, and it 
would be just an act of true pa- 
triotiz.n. 

On Dec. 23 last year more than 
12,000,000 pieces of first class mail 
were deposited in the letter boxes 
and drops of the New York Post- 
office. So it is not surprising tl it 
only five out of the 150 cards 
reached their destination by 
Christmas day. | 

It is quite as easy to mail cards | 
a few days sooner. They are in- 
tended as Christmas messages | 


DON’T FORGET 


O put the name and address 

inside of parcel, as well as 
outside, before mailing your 
Christmas gifts—there is always 
the possibility of the wrapper 
becoming mutilated during 
transit. 

There is a postal law de- 
manding that Christmas seals 
and charity stamps be affixed 
on the back of all envelopes 
addressed to foreign countries 
—if pasted on the address side 
they cannot be sent out in the 
foreign mails. 

The gift you are selecting is 
not for yourself—consider the 
taste and desires of the pros- 
pective recipient. 

The admonition to do your 


friends, so why not get them to 
their destination by Christmas day 
—just a little considerate act of | 


Christmas shopping early—this 
is an advantage to the mer- 
chants but also to the shoppers 


* bringing Christmas joy on time. 
Christmas cards and, of course, 
gifts also, addressed to point, 
within one day’s travel should be 
mailed by Dec. 20, and the Post- 
master says all cards (also pa.- 
cels) for local delivery should be 
mailed no later than Dec. 21.

Percy, “gary” for gray, and the 
like. periodically the child will 
write FE N upside down instead of 
E or N. 

The greatest change, however, is 
noticeable in the left-hand script, 
for most word-blind children, when 
using their left hand to write with, 
at once write mirror-fashion. More- 
over, some of them write more 
easily mirror-wise with the lieft 
hand than they do properly with 
the right hand, even if they never 
tried it before. Another very in- 
teresting thing is that a child who 
writes mirror-wise with his left
